Chapter 7 member Otto Dedrick, W6NGK is the chief 


operator of K6AA and many other QCWA members help 
keep the station on the air. The museum is open Tuesday 


through Sunday, 10:00 a.m. to 5:00 p.M., and they would love 
to have you drop by. 

Just a mile or so south on Harbor Boulevard is 
the Lane Victory, a restored 1940s vintage World 
War II victory ship. Last year, she went to sea under 
her own power for the first time since the Vietnam 
War. 

A group of Merchant Marine veterans have 
lovingly put her back into seaworthy condition and 
have relived their past adventures at sea by acting 
as crew on her voyages to Catalina Island. Many of 
these veterans are also QCWA members and have 
put an amateur station aboard the ship.

Do You Remember... 
Loop Modulation? 


This was an early method of producing 
“voice” transmission used by ham operators. 
Required was a single-turn loop of wire and a 
carbon “mike” from an old telephone. 

The loop was placed near the output “tank 
coil” of the transmitter (a self-excited oscillator), 
and the mike connected across it. 

There were two problems: First, the modula- 
tion percentage was low. Second, if the loop was 
too close, the RF field could “pack” the carbon 
granules inside the microphone and destroy it. 

The loop method produced, primarily, ampli- 
tude modulation (AM), but—in addition 
—frequency modulation (FM) could be gener- 
ated.

E.. our many members, including myself, who 
have seen the major changes in Amateur Radio over the 
decades, it may be easy to become rather complacent 
about our marvelous world of communications. How- 
ever, can you imagine a ham of the 1920s awakening 
from a long sleep—such as Rip Van Winkle experienced 
—and then seeing all of the radio gear of the 90s? 

Gone are the arc and spark, but we still cling to our 
traditional values of Amateur Radio as a service to 
mankind. Gone are the super-regen receivers and the 
crystal controlled transmitters, but we still have the 
desire to soar to maximum heights with our modern 
radio equipment. 

No, we don’t invent as much. The job of inventing 
has been taken over by the giants of the electronics 
industry and their well-equipped and funded laborato- 
ries. However, and this is extremely important . . . we 
are innovators. 

Give a ham a new piece of equipment and he is 
immediately thinking of ways to modify it for still 
greater performance. Give a ham a rig featuring micro- 
miniaturization and he’s trying to make it still smaller! 

Maximizing the performance of our Ham stations is 
one of the most fascinating projects of today. Make the 
antennas bigger and put them higher in the sky. Make 
our receivers perform in the interference environment 
which all of us experience on the busy bands we encoun- 
ter on a regular basis. Hone our operating skills by 
adding computer logging and computer control. 

In all the above, I hear voices calling to me— saying, 
“Harry, is this Ham radio?” Yes, fellows and gals . . . it 
is, truly, the Amateur Radio of the "90s. I know . . . 
it’s tough to understand someone employing the 
“crutch” of a computer-controlled rig. Where's the fun? 


You tell me, “Harry, get with it!” 


I'm not there yet, but many of my local ham friends are 
urging me to “get with it!” After all, they say, you are 
using your computer to do all that QCWA writing 
instead of the old “hunt and peck” typewriter (or “mill” 
as we old Navy communicators called them.) And, you 
know what. . . they’re right! 

I’ve been using my own personal computer for a half 
dozen years and it serves me well. I began with an old 8088 
and have since graduated to a 386SX a year and a half ago. 
My old 8088 had big storage . . . all of 20 MB and this new 
machine has 80 MB.

QCWA can purchase and own its own 
Headquarters property. 

Individual QCWA members and 
QCWA Chapters are encouraged to 
continue contributing to the Building 
Fund. As with the Memorial Scholar- 
ship Fund, gifts to the Building Fund 
are IRS income-tax—deductible. 

The QCWA Building and Memo- 
rial Scholarship Funds are not in com- 
petition with each other. Some 
individuals and Chapters give to both 
Funds in memory of Silent Keys... a 
thoughtful gesture and one to consider 
when making contributions to QCWA.

Space Symposium 


In October, 1992, the Washington, DC 
AMSAT Group hosted the AMSAT- 
NA Annual Meeting and Space Sym- 
posium at Intelsat Headquarters in 
Bethesda, MD. 

Friday afternoon a full schedule of 
satellite papers were presented along 
with an ARRL Amateur Radio in 
Education Seminar. Rosalie White, 
WAISTO, of the ARRL chaired the 
Education Seminar. Friday evening | 
had the good fortune to be invited to 
the home of Martha and John Shew. 
Martha is AMSAT’s only paid em- 
ployee and manages the AMSAT of- 
fice in Silver Spring, MD. John is 
N4QQ and along with many other 
amateur radio activities, is the net 
control for the AMSAT 17 Meter Net 
that meets each Sunday evening at 
2300 UTC on 18.155 MHz. 

Saturday was the usual full day 
schedule of papers on all facets of the 
Amateur Radio Satellite Program. 
Subjects ranged from technical de- 
scriptions of the Phase IIID Project to 
operational facets of the many satel- 
lites currently in orbit. In the early 
afternoon, we were able to keep a 
schedule via AMSAT OSCAR 13 with 
the firsts AMSAT-OZ Space Sympo- 
sium in Copenhagen, Denmark. Both 
groups, AMSAT-NA and AMSAT- 
OZ, had working satellite stations set 
up at their respective meetings for 
demonstration purposes. What a way 
to show first time satellite operators the 
utility of Amateur Radio Satellites. 

After an excellent dinner, we were 
entertained by Astronaut Ron Parise, 
WAASIR, with the best program about 
the Space Shuttle and SAREX that I 
have attended. The evening was closed 
out with awards and prizes. Jan King, 
W3GEY, was honored for his many 
years of dedicated service as AMSAT 
Vice President of Engineering during a 
truly unique presentation by Dick 
Daniels, W4PUJ.

Phase IIID 


As reported in earlier issues of QCWA 
Journal, the PHASE IIID project is 
well underway. Full reports were given 
at the 1992 AMSAT-UK and AMSAT- 
NA meetings and a full set of structural 
drawings had been completed by Dick 
Jansson, WD4FAB. Everything was 
proceeding “full steam ahead.” Shortly 
after the AMSAT-NA meeting, the 
European Space Agency, ESA, an- 
nounced that they did not have a 
customer to ride on the adapter that we 
had been designing into the structure 
of our satellite. This came as quite a 
shock: however, Dr. Karl Meinzer, 
DJ4ZC, and Dick Jansson met with 
ESA over the next two or three months 
and ironed out details of a new adapter 
interface and launch philosophy for 
the PHASE IIID satellite. 

The new design is simpler and offers 
several advantages over the old design. 
A lot of work and some material had 
to be scrapped due to this change of 
direction; however, we are going “full 
steam ahead” again with the new 
concept. Another International Phase 
IID Meeting will be held in late 
February, 1993, in Orlando, FL. 

Open up vour hearts and your pock- 
ethooks for this worthwhile project for 
the next several years. \t looks like the 
Amateur Radio Operators of the world 
will have to provide the “Lion’s Share” 
of the support for PHASE IID. Thus 
far, we have been unsuccessful finding 
any “deep pockets” support from in- 
dustry. government, foundations, or 
wealthy individuals, 


RS-12/13 


Since my last column, two of my 
QCWA friends have started operating 
on this “Easy Bird.” Jack Dye, WSTPU, 
Secretary-Treasurer of Chapter 72, Fort 
Worth, TX, came to me after a meeting 
and wanted a schedule of the passes for 
this “Bird.” I obliged and within a 
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couple of weeks, Jack had worked 22 
stations via RS-12 using only his HF 
rigand tribander. Jack isnow “hooked” 
and is planning ways to get on some of 
the other “Birds.” 

Bill Hulse, WSNI, of Lee’s Summit, 
MO, was introduced to RS-12 during 
my annual visit to his QTH at Christ- 
mas time and is now active on RS-12 
with two separate HF rigs, a ten meter 
vertical, and a multiband dipole. Join 
in the fun on this unique “Bird.” 


Shuttle Amateur Radio 
Experiment (SAREX) 


This will be a “Frequent Flyer” year 
for the Shuttle and SAREX. Three 
back to back SAREX missions are 
planned for the first half of the year. 
STS-55 is currently scheduled for early 
March, STS-56 is scheduled for late 
March, and STS-57 is scheduled for 
late April. Two of these missions are 
low inclination orbits, STS-55 and 
STS-57. STS-56 is a high inclination 
orbit and will therefore have much 
better coverage for the high latitude 
cities in North America and Europe. 
STS-55 will have an outside antenna 
mounted on the German Spacelab 
which will be compared to the stan- 
dard Shuttle “window mount” an- 
tenna. 

All of these missions will feature 
school contacts as well as packet and 
voice contacts with the general ama- 
teur radio population. Check the 
AMSAT nets and the AMSAT News 
Service Bulletins on Packet Radio for 
late information. 


In summary... 


This year will be another busy year for 
the “Birds.” The French ARSENE 
satellite is scheduled for launch in late 
April followed by two more Microsats 
later in the year. One of these is from 
the University of Mexico and the other 
from AMSAT-Italy. This is also the 
year that PHASE IIID has to start 
coming off of the drawing board and 
into real hardware.

The Voice of XAFQ... 


DXing from the Trieste 
Free Territory 


Aen WW II, during which I fought as a Para- 
trooper of the 82nd Airborne Division in Europe, both 
Italy and Yugoslavia claimed a small area along their 
common border at the northeastern corner of the 
Adriatic Sea. Included were Trieste, a large port city and 
a stop on the famous Paris-Istanbul (formerly 
Constantinople) Orient Express; and a smaller fortified 
port city further south, Pula. 

This area was divided, similarly to Berlin, into US/ 
British and Yugoslavian Zones. After reenlisting in 1945 
I returned to Germany, and 33 days after I returned, 
about 1,500 of us combat veterans were ordered to the 
88th Infantry Division in Trieste, which had been de- 
clared a Free Territory—not a part of any existing nation. 
There was some terrorist activity there—grenades tossed 
into restaurants, etc.—but this is about Amateur Radio 
and extremely rare DX, not politics . . . 


First ever callsigns without numbers 


In 1947 the U.S. Army authorized Amateur Radio 
Stations in various occupied overseas territories. Thus 
XAFQ and three other ham stations in the Trieste Free 
Territory were born. 

Station licenses were issued to Signal Officers, and all 
interested military radio operators were allowed to 
operate the stations in the ham bands during their off- 
duty hours. Callsigns were issued with the prefix XA, but 
lacking any numbers—a first in Amateur Radio. 

I was Chief Operator of XAFQ, one of only four 
military ham stations in the Free Territory. The station 
was located on a high bluff overlooking the Adriatic Sea 
to the west, near Opicina, a small suburb of Trieste. It 
was a great radio location. 

Our equipment was military, of course, but hardly of a 
quality any Stateside ham would allow in his shack. The 
receiver was reasonably good—a BC-342 “boat anchor” 
which covered 1.5 to 19 MHz in six bands. We all 
wanted to talk with hams in the US, so 20 meters was 
the band of choice. The receiver top band covered 14-18 
MHz... so far, so good. 

The transmitter was a different story. All we had was 
a BC-191, a 12-volt version of the Air Corps BC-375 
which required 28 volts. Enormous plug-in units contain- 
ing switching and tuned circuits were manufactured to 
cover only up to 12.5 MHz. Could we modify a tuning 
unit—removing a couple turns from both coils—to enable 
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the transmitter to operate on 20 meters? No way! This 
would be “destruction of Government Property,” a 
courts martial offense. So—we carefully shorted out two 
turns on each coil. Voila! It now could be tuned up on 20 
meters. We were nearly in business. 

The BC-191/375 was a MOPA transmitter with a type 
211 Master Oscillator (VFO) directly driving a 211 Power 
Amplifier. It also included AM capability with a type 10 
AF preamp driving a push-pull pair of 211 tubes as a 
Class B high-level plate modulator. The 211 tubes all 
were operated with 1000 volts on the plates! Operating 
voltages were supplied by either a dynamotor or a 
vibrator supply. 

The type 211 tube is about the size of a glass quart 
milk bottle—remember those? It has a carbon plate about 
the size of a box of safety matches and is rated for 50 
watts plate dissipation. 

Both 211 oscillator and power amplifier were keyed 
through a relay. The signal drifted badly as one might 
expect, operating a VFO with 1000 volts on the plates, 
shorted turns in the tuned circuit, and driving the power 
amplifier on the same frequency (which was higher than 
the transmitter was rated for). 

There was often a nasty chirp as well as clicks on the 
keyed signal. This was not what we would have preferred 
—rather it was what we had to use. It did, though, allow 
XAFQ to get on 20 meter CW with possibly as much as 
50 watts of RF. 

The antenna at XAFQ was a single-wire off-center-fed 
Windom cut to formula for the low end of 20 meters. We 
erected it about 30 feet high. then tuned the transmitter 
and loaded the antenna to see if it would work. It seemed 
to . . . now to see if we could contact anyone in the 
States. 


First QSO ... 14.128 MHz 


I tuned the receiver around the low end of 20 meters. 
There was a lot of activity, US hams working DX and 
DX working DX stations. | looked for a hole that 
wasn't occupied, and actually found one at 14.128 MHz. 

Carefully I peaked the final and antenna tuning and 
put out a 3 x 3 call, “CQ W de XAFQ,” then tuned 
around my frequency for a possible reply. Nothing! Was 
I getting out? I checked dials and meters. Yes, the 
transmitter was working and was on my frequency. 

I pulled an arc off the antenna post with a pencil. RF 
was getting to the antenna. | called “CQ W” again, 
several times, carefully listening for a Stateside ham to 
come back to me. 

Finally I heard someone calling me. His signal was all 
alone in a totally quiet 5 kHz wide spot, centered on my 
frequency of 14.128. I do not recall his callsign, but I 
hope he reads this and knows I shall never forget the 
thrill of that first Stateside QSO! 

We exchanged signal reports, names, and QTHs. Then

he queried the legality of XAFQ operating in the ham 
bands. Was XAFQ a bootlegger? There had never been a 
ham callsign lacking a number in the call. I assured him 
that XAFQ was legitimately operating as an Army- 
licensed Amateur Radio Station in the Free Territory of 
Trieste. 

We signed off and I called CQ again. Another US 
ham, also sounding suspicious but obviously eager to add 
to his DXCC total, just in case. The QSO was short. I 
had wanted to ragchew, of course, but other stations 
began to call XAFQ. 


Stations lined up, taking their turns 


I worked well over a hundred Stateside stations that day, 
all short QSOs, all anxious for a QSL, all politely declin- 
ing to ragchew, saying that other hams were waiting to 
contact this new country. 

There was no pile-up. They seemed to have lined up. 
taking their turns, exchanging QSO information and 
receiving the desired reply to each “QSL?.” Finally, tired 
of wiggling the Vibroplex, I turned operation over to one 
of the other operators and began to fill out QSL cards 
from my log. 

The ARmy supplied colorful QSL cards for each 
station and also gave us current Callbooks. Each opera- 
tor was responsible for the cost of postage ($.06 Airmail) 
and for placing his outgoing QSLs in the mail. It was a 
chore that we all enjoyed, and it paid off in more con- 
tacts later. 

I discovered that XAFQ and XAMQ were the only 
stations sending out QSLs to anxious DXers. and this 
made us extremely popular with the DX fraternity. 

I should point out that while none of the operators at 
XAFQ had FCC licenses, we were authorized to operate 
the station legally, and all of us were experienced, highly 
qualified military radio operators. In fact, I did not 
receive my General Class (then called Class B) license 
(WS5PVF) until 1949. 

Not having had any experience on the ham bands, we 
accepted as normal the courtesy of the hams we had 
QSOs with, not all trying to call at the same time, never 
tail-ending a QSO, and never QRMing each other. It 
made operation a very pleasant experience. 

Although there was still some suspicion regarding the 
legitimacy of XAFQ and the other three stations there, 
this was dispelled within a few days as our QSL cards 
began arriving in the States. The word soon got around, 
OST picked up on the new country, added it to the 
DXCC list, and told their readers where to find us: 
14.128 MHz. 

It may sound strange to younger hams today, but each 
day when we fired up the rig there was 5 kHz of dead air 
centered on 14.128, and that was where we operated. No 
signals appeared at that spot until we tuned up and 
called our first—and only—CQ each day, but there must 


have been hundreds of ears straining to hear our chirpy 
signal come to life. In fact, never thereafter did we have 
to touch the receiver tuning. Everyone knew where we 
would appear, and everyone knew where we would be 
listening. 

I felt sorry for the problems DXers had in copying our 
signals, They had to follow our drifting, chirpy CW as it 
wandered around, yet they never complained. Signal 
reports we received were probably accurate—we never did 
receive a 599X report! 

While a few reports mentioned our chirp, no one even 
mentioned frequency drift. | assume that a number of 
hams we worked had been military operators and were 
familiar with the BC-191 and its instability. I like to 
think they were being courteous, not that they feared that 
if they “told it like it was” we'd be insulted and shut 
down, or—much worse—trefuse to part with that valued 
QSL. 


“CQ Keystone ARC” 


One of the most unusual string of QSOs I had was one 
day when I went back to a Pennsylvania ham. He 
mentioned he was a member of the Keystone Amateur 
Radio Club and asked me to stand by for another club 
member, which I did. And did, And did . . . and did! 

I’m almost certain I worked, and QSLed, every 
Keystone club member who could get to his rig that day 
one after the other! 

I missed not being able to ragchew with the stateside 
stations, as did the other operators, but over time we 
were informed of the protocol of DX operation and the 
extreme importance to DXers of the new country QSL. 

Of course, we did not always work only Stateside 
stations. If a foreign ham called us, we enjoyed the 
contact and exchanging cards. Although most of my 
contacts over the year or more I operated XAFQ were 
with US hams, when I came back to the States in Sep- 
tember 1948 I had well over 100 DX QSLs as well as 
hundreds of Stateside cards. 

I no longer have those QSLs and I never applied for 
DXCC; XAFQ was not licensed to me but to the Army. 
I'm an old-timer now at 70, still a ragchewer (but mostly 
on SSB). I still work DX occasionally but I never became 
a DX hound. 

Having been rare DX for nearly two years | know 
what it was like: and having tuned the DX bands more 
recently | know what being rare—or even ordinary —DX is 
like today. Perhaps if DXers were as polite to DX 
operators as they were in the late 1940s, I might have 
become a DXer myself.

Gerald John McTernan, 2BL, W3BM, 
and W5YV, SK 


A self-taught electrical /electronics technician, engineer, inventor, and 
QCWA member (#0581), Gerald John McTernan. W5YV died October 
5, 1992 in El Paso, TX. 

Jerry was a pioneer in the development of early radio and television 
technology for Bell Labs and Western Electric in Deal Beach, NJ in the 
1920s, developing many patents in this field. He worked for Colpitts and 
Hartley along with Heisig, who developed the modulation systems we 
now use. A lifelong ham radio enthusiast, he received the call 2BL at the 
age ofeight in 1914, and operated the station for Bell Labs. Jerry received 
his QCWA 75 year award in 1989. 

At age 26, he embarked on an entertainment career as a self-taught 
musician, singer, and band leader, working at the famed winter resort of 
Pinehurst, NC and other locations along the Eastern Seaboard. In 1942 
he returned to the radio industry and operated a thriving radio repair and 
appliance business in Ocean City for many years. During this period he 
received the call W3BM. 

In 196] he again became involved in electronics R&D as a research 
scientist at the invitation of Westinghouse Corporation in White Sands, 
NM. Heretired from Westinghouse in 1971! to make his home in El Paso, 
TX. Jerry served as President of El Paso Chapter 64 from 1982-1990. 

Robert J. Carroll, Sr., KSIE 


Dr. Fred J. Friel, Jr.,. W3FU, SK 


Radio scientist Dr. Fred J. Friel, Jr. (QCWA #5005) died on December 
24, 1992 in Glen Burnie, MDatage 80. He graduated from the University 
of Kentucky in 1934 with degrees in Electrical and Mechanical Engineer- 
ing. He also attended VPI, MIT, and Oxford, and received an honorary 
D.Sc. degree from the RCA Institutes. He taught electrical engineering 
at VPI and the University of Virginia. 

From 1934—40, Friel was a radio engineer with RCA working with 
many of the early radio and television pioneers in developing broadcast- 
ing and communications receivers and transmitters. He worked for the 
US Navy in 1940-54 as Chief Engineer of the Underwater Sound 
Laboratory; Chief Engineer of the Radar Laboratory: and Engineer in 
Charge of the Underwater Explosions Research Group. He was Director 
of Instrumentation Engineering for atomic weapon experiments in the 
pacific during 1945-54. 

Friel worked in aerospace in theearly days of America’sspace program 
as Coordinator of Field Operations on Project Vanguard for the Naval 
Research Laboratory, and later for the National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration (NASA) when NASA was created. His most notable 
professional achievements were negotiating, at the prime minister level, 
the establishment of United States space tracking stations in Peru, 
Ecuador, Chile, and Nigeria. For his work in Peru, the President of Peru 
awarded Friel the Aeronautical Medal of Merit in 1959. 

An active ham for over 60 years, Friel was first licensed as 9EKM in 
1928. Later calls included W9ACN. W4KRR, K3CY A, and W3FU. He 
also held special event call signs KZ3ITU and WX3ITU, plus a number 
of foreign call signs, including XQ8AG, SN2ACB, and CE3AGI.
